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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows to cancel the claims withdrawn from 
consideration: 

Cancel claims 5-15. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art does not 
teach or suggest a method of producing a gravure printing plate in a printing machine, said 
method comprising 

providing a thermal transfer film carrying a thermal transfer material in proximity to a 
surface of a gravure printing plate cylinder in a printing machine, 

selectively ablating said thermal transfer material using a laser image-setting unit to 
selectively apply said thermal transfer material directly to the surface of said printing plate 
cylinder, thereby forming an etching mask directly on said printing plate cylinder in said printing 
machine, said etching mask defining image points and non-image points directly on said printing 
plate carrier by covering said non-image points on said cylinder, and 
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etching gravure printing cells by applying acid where said thermal transfer material has 
not been applied to said surface of said cylinder, as in the context of claim 1. 

Applicant's remarks are persuasive in that the closest prior art, Bauer, does not suggest to 
produce a gravure printing plate in a printing machine by selectively ablating thermal transfer 
material using a laser to apply an etch mask directly to the gravure printing plate cylinder, as in 
the context of claim 1. Rather, Bauer has an intervening light sensitive recording layer present. 
Therefore the thermal transfer material does not form an etch mask directly on the cylinder, and 
there is no motivation to remove the intervening layer in the method of Bauer.
